Among  the  duties  of  the  president  are  the  chairmanship  of  the 
executive  board 9 the  conduct  of  meetings 9 and,  most  important,  the 
representation  of  the  Gryphon  Society  to  the  University  as  a whole. 

Many  of  us  underrate  these  things  and  there  oft  times  great  difficul- 
ties9  but  we  must  all  see  the  broader  principle  that  on  the  leadership 
of  the  president  depends  the  life  of  the  Society.  Lack  of  enthusiasm 
or  interest  of  individual  members  may  be  cancelled  out  or  swept  along 
by  our  general  attitudes 9 but  the  president  stands  apart  in  a unique 
position,  and. our  sufficiencies  can  not  hope  to  fulfill  his  want.  Be- 
cause of  the  innumerable  and  not  easily  catagorized  duties  of  the 
president 9 we  speak  of  the  "responsibilities  of  his  office,"  but 
please  see  that  this  is  not  a vague  generalization  I The  counselor 
who  does  not  understand  this  and  who  casts  an  unthinking  ballot  in  the 
election  on  December  15th  should  be  ashamed*. 

The  vice-president 9 secretary,  and  treasurer  are9  in  my  concep- 
tion, the  first  line  of  presidential  assistants,.  They  must  be  chosen 
not ^ only  on  the  basis  of  integrity  and  sense  of  responsibility  com- 
parable to . the  president  fs5  but  also  on  their  ability  to  work  smoothly 
and  effectively  with  the  president.  The  primary  responsibilities  of 
the  vice-president  are  the  formulation  and  conduct  of  our  social  pro- 
gram and  the  close  support  of  the  president  in  fulfilling  his  duties 9 
while  the  secretary  and  treasurer  perform  the  jobs  normal  to  those 
offices.  Your  choice  of  these  officers  must  also  be  carefully  weighed, 
for  their  work  can  either  multiply  or  divide  the  effectiveness  of  the 
president.  The  remaining  elective  offices  occur  in  the  executive  board 
(composed  of  two  senior  members  having  more  than  one  year,  and  two 
junior  members  having  less  than  one  year  of  counseling  experience), 
which  has  as  its  basic  function  the  developing  and  promoting  of  a pro- 
gram^designed  to  achieve  the  Society* s goals e If  we  are  to  have  the 
sensible  yet  imaginative  group  leadership  which  we  have  come  to  ex- 
pect, we  must  inject  the  proper  talents  into  the  executive  board.  No 
matter  what  the  office,  however,  if  we  realize  that  the  Gryphon  Society 
is  a large  part  of  our  everyday  life  as  counselors,  if  we  realize  the 
officers  we  elect  animate  this  group,  if  we  see  that  our  judgement  is 
important  in  • selecting  these  officers,  and  if  we  understand  that 
an  ill  considered  vote  is  counterfeit  and  unworthy,  we  shall  con- 
scientiously fulfill  our  group  obligation  on  Dec.  l5th.

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IS  THIS  THE  ANSWER? 

Perhaps  the  system  is  at  fault.  The  Lehigh  freshman  is  no  worse 
a lad  than  any  admitted  to  another  college,  in  many  respects,  the 
Admissions  Office  tells  us,  he  is  a bit  better  than  the  average* 

What  he  is  then  is  largely  a function  of  his  environment. 

Something  is  lacking  in  the  freshmen’s  environment.  The  disgrace 
of  Nov*  21,  the  loud  obscenities  shouted  about  the  "quad"  indifferent 
to . the . presence  of  women,  etc.  all  declare  unequivocally  that  some- 
thing is  wanting.  Man  is  in  freedom  and  external  conditions  can  have 
no  determining  effect. on  the  spiritual  quality  of  his  natural  life* 
However  external. conditions  or  environment  do  determine  the  nature  of 
his  responses  which  actions  constitute  his  life  in  the  world  as  others 
sense  it.  A proper  environment  creates  an  atmosphere  in  which  men 
automatically  come  to  their  feet  when  a woman  enters  the  room. 

The  chief  failing  of  Lehigh  freshmen  may  be  generally  classified 
as  immaturity.  His  environment  does  not  "grow  him  up."  How  do  all 
children  grow  up?  Is  it  not  by  contact  with  those  who  are  older. 

And  what  contact  does  the  freshman  have  with  the  mature?  Virtually 
none!  Oh,  he  passes  an  upperclassman  when  walking  (not  that  the  upper- 
classmen are  that  mature  or  examplary;  the  system  is  such  that  the 
failings  are  compounded  through  the  years).  The  freshmen  sees  a 
teacher  twenty  feet  away  in  class,  but  he  lives  his  life  solely  with 
his  own  kind.  And  this  situation,  if  it  does  anything,  accentuates 
the  freshman’s  immaturity.  Putting  three  wild  kids  together  in  a 
play  room  doesn’t  tame  them  down. 

Lehigh  is  a college,  a place  for  men  to  be  educated.  Something 
must  be  done  which  will  cultivate  an  atmosphere  more  conducive  to  the 
development  of  the  man  our  college  holds  to  be  ideal.  The  freshmen 
must  be  given  contact  with  human  maturity  at  least  in  proportion  to 
the  extensive  contact  they  are  given  with  the  "books",  K.P.N.
